It informs us that we are all Children of one Fa- 
ther; that Man is an infirm, ſhort-liv'd Creature,

Our Order excludes Women; not becauſe it is 
unwilling we ſhould pay a proper Regard to that 
lovely Sex, (the greateſt, the moſt yaluable Gift 
that Heaven has beſtow'd upon us,) or becauſe it 
imagines they would not implicity obey the ſtrict- 


eſt Commands of Secreſy; but it knows if they 


were to be admitted to our Aſſemblies, that our 
Boſoms muſt often be inflam'd by Love; that 
Jealouſy would ſometimes be the Conſequence; that 
then we ſhould no longer be kind Brethren, but 
deteſted Rivals, and that our harmonious Inſtitu- 
tion would by that Means be annihilated :---But 
tho our Order excludes Women, it does not for- 
bid our enjoying the Pleaſures of Love, but it bids 
us enjoy them in ſuch a Manner as the Laws of 
Conſcience, Society, and Temperance permit z 
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lt commands us for momentary Gratifications, not 
to deftroy the Peace of Families; not to take away 
the Happineſs, (a Happineſs with which Grandeur 


and Riches: are net to be compar'd) which thoſe 
experience whoſe Hearts are united by Love,---not 


to profane the firſt and moſt holy Inſtitution of

The famous Feaſts of Ceres at Eleuſis, of Iſis in 
Egypt, of Minerva at Athens, of Urania amongſt 
the Phenicians, and of Diana in Scythia, had ſome 
Relation to our Solemnities: Myſteries were cele- 
brated in them, in which many Veſtiges of the an- 
tient Religion of Noah and the Patriarchs are to be 
met with: They finiſhed by Repaſts and Libations, 
but without the Exceſſes, Debaucheries, and In- 
temperance, which the Pagans by Degrees fell into.

the Preſervation of Harmony in the Syſtem of

She now conducts you to a gloemy Cell; and 
bids you behold a ſorrowful and diſconſolate Being, 
the wretched Inhabitant of it: Proſperity, (fays 


" ſhe) once ſmiled upon him, and then his Eye was 
never turn'd away from any Fellow-Mortal that 


wanted his Affiſtance,---his Hand was never ſhut 
againſt him. As far as he was able he poured Com-

Engine ſet up for that Purpoſe, the Grand Chap- 
lain repeats a ſhort Prayer, and the Grand Secre- 
tary, by the Grand Maſter's Command, places un- 
der the Stone various Sorts of Coin and Medals. 
Solemn Muſic ſtrikes up, an Anthem is ſung, and 
the Stone is let down into its Place and properly 
fixed; upon which the Grand Maſter deſcends to 
the Stone, and gives three Knocks with his Hiram, 
amidſt the joyiul Acclamations of the Spectators. 
The Grand Maſter re-aſcends the Platform, and 
an Oration ſuitable to the Occaſion is delivered. 
A voluntary Subſcription is made for the Work- 
men, and the Sum collected is placed upon the 
Stone by the Grand Treaſurer. A Song in Honour 
of Maſonry concludes the Ceremony. The Pro- 
ceſſion then returns to the Place from whence it ſet 
out, the Lodge is cloſed by the Grand Wardens, 
and an elegant Entertainment is provided for the 
Company. 
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FT was long lamented that a Society ſo nume- 
1 rous and reſpectable as that of the Free and 
Accepted Maſons, compoſed of Men of ſuch high 
Rank and ſplendid Fortunes, ſhould be obliged, 
when the neceſſary Buſineſs of Maſonry called upon 
them to aſſemble, to reſort to Taverns, or Halls 
of inferior Communities. Such Places were ill- 
adapted to maſonic Meetings, and had, beſides, the 
great Inconveniency of affording Calumny an Op- 
portunity of repreſenti ng them as Meetings dedi- 
cated to Feaſting and Jollity, and not to Philoſo- 
phy and Morality. -In other Countries, Free- 
Maſons were ſeen to erect Buildings for their parti- 
cular Uſe, (and ſuch only can be convenient for 


them) and to adorn them with the utmoſt Elegance 


and Magnificence.--Foreign Brethren, who came 
from all Parts to be improved in our Order, were 
ſurprized, that in England, (the Kingdom in which 
the Genius of Maſonry ſo much delighted) no Edi- 
. 4 | kce 
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fice was erected to his Honour, no ſuperb and 
magnificent Structure was ſet apart for the genera] 
Aſſemblies of the Fraternity. His Grace HENRY 
SOMERSET, DUKE oF BEAUFORT, zealous for 
the Cauſe, and anxious for the Proſperity of Ma- 
ſonry, was uneaſy that any Thing ſhould be want- 


ing to its Dignity or Convenience ; and therefore, 
whilſt he was Moſt Worſhipful Grand Maſter of 
our Society, * he propoſed a Scheme for building 
a Hall for the Purpoſes of Free-Maſonry only, in- 
' dependant of the Fund of Charity.----The Scheme 
was approved of, and Regulations made for the 
Purpoſe, October 29th, 1768.----Joy elated the 
Heart of every zealous Brother, and the Fraternity 

- readily gave their Aſſiſtance to carry it into Execu- 
tion. In the Year 1774, Ground was purchaſed in 
Great Queen- Street, Lincoln's-Tnn-Ficlds for the Pur- 
poſe ; and it muſt give Pleaſure to every true Maſon 
to be informed, that the F oundation Stone was laid 
May 1ſt, 1775, and the Hall dedicated to Maſonry,

can doubt a Moment---that beholds this ſplendid 
EDIFICE ; that conſiders this lovely, honourable, 
and illuſtrious Aſſemblage ? 


. And permit me to obſerve, that the brighteſt 
Titles ſuffer no diminution of Luſtre; nay, that 
Nobility itſelf derives Diſtinction, from the Support 
and Countenance of an Inſtitution ſo venerable, 
For, if ANTIQUITY merits our Attention, and de- 
mands our Reverence,----where will the Society be 
found, that hath an equal Claim ?---afons are 
well informed from their own private and interior 
Records, that the Building of Solomon's Temple is an 
important Era, from whence they derive many 
Myſteries of their Art. Now be it remembered, that 
this great Event took Place above a thouſand Years 
before the Chri/tian Ara; and conſequently more 
than a Century before Homer, the Firſt of the Gre- 
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cian Poets, wrote; and above five Centuries before

Character of Maſons, and unfurniſhed with any 
Power from the Grand Maſter, and contrary to 
their ſolemn Ties, and the original Laws of the 
Society, had, on unworthy and trifling Budd 
tions, initiated ſeveral Perſons into the Order.— 
The Grand Lodge conſidering that by theſe — 
ceedings the original Laws were violated, the So-

of theſe unlawful Conventions, to the clandeſtine 


Reception of any one into Maſonry.— -The Bre- 


chren, who had incurred the Cenſure of the Grand 


Lodge, were incenſed at this, and, inſtead of 


_ acknowledging their Error, and returning to-their 


Duty, they perſevered in their Obſtinacy, and 
openly refuſed to acknowledge the Authority of the 
Grand Maſter, or to pay any Obedience to the 
Commands of the Grand Lodge.—They contemp- 
tuouſly diſregarded the antient and eſtabliſhed Laws 
of the Society,--they ſet up a Power independant,— 
and taking Advantage of the Ignorance and Weak- 
neſß of their Aſſociates, inſiſted that they had an 
Authority to make, paſs, and raiſe Maſons, equal 
with the Grand Lodge. (At this Time no private 


Lodge was empowered to paſs ar raiſe Maſons, nor 


could any Brother, except in the Grand Lodge, be 
advanced to either of theſe Degrees ; and then only, 
by the unanimous Conſent of all the. Brethren af- 
ſembled in Communication.) They now proceeded 
further, and preſumed to claim the Right of con/ti- 
ting Lodges, under the falſe Sanction of the an- 
tient Vork Conſtitution, which, at the Revival of 
the Grand Lodge in 1717, was dropt. Some Bre- 
thren, however, at York, notwithſtanding the 
Revival of the Grand Lodge continued to act un- 
der

der thelr original Conſtitution, but they never gave 
any Patronage to the irregular Maſons in London. 


This unconſtitutional and illegal Meaſure of con- 


ſtituting Lodges, obliged the regular Maſons to adept 


new Meaſures, that theſe Impoſtors may more effec- 


tually be detected; and they, and their Encoura- 
gers be excluded from the Countenance and Protec- 
tion of the regular Lodges. More effectually to 
accompliſh this Purpoſe, the eſtabliſhed Forms re- 
ceived ſome Variations and Additions, —Perfealy 


entire, however, were the antient Land Marks 
preſerved, and no Change admitted but what would 


be approved of by the moſt Scrupulous.—But this 
gave Riſe to one Evaſion, at which the contumaci- 
ous - Brethren eagerly caught. — They proctaimed 
themſelves Enemies to every Innovation, inſiſted 


that the antient Uſages of the Society were alone 


preſerved by them, and that new, illegal, and un- 

conſtitutional Methods were adopted by the regular 
Lodges, on whom they conferred the Name of 
MODERN MAsOo Ns. Their Party by this Artiſice 


was ſtrengthened ; and to ſupport their aſſumed 


Power, they immediately reſolved to interrupt the' 
regular Mode of Succeſſion. to the Office: of Grand 


Maſter, (which had been ſtrictly obſerv'd ſince the 


Revival of the Grand Lodge,) and to elect from 
LOT ; | their 


- ” 
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their don Body a chief Ruler Under ck Title of 
Grand Maſter. A Code of Laws was framed for 
their Government, Patents for new Lodges were 
iſſued, and; in hopes to raiſe a Fund ſufficient to 
eſtabliſh their uſurped Dignity, they exacted cer- 
tain Fees of Conſtitution. This new Plan for ſome 
Time ſucceeded, and many Perſons really acknow- 
ledged them to be the antient and regular Society of 
Free and Accepted Maſons. —Qn that Suppoſition, 
many Gentlemen of Family and Fortune entered 
amongſt them; and many even of the regular Ma- 
fons, were ſo much unacquainted with the Laws of 
the Society, as to acknowledge their Power, and to 
give a tacit Sanction to their Proceedings, by at- 
tending their Lodges. Lately, however, they have 
not been ſo ſucceſsful. Regular Maſons, better 
underſtanding the Laws of the Inſtitution, have 
more clearly diſcovered the Impropricty of giving 
the leaf Appearance of favouring their Meaſures ; 
and their Meetings have not only been leſs encou- 
_ but have been deſerted by many of their beſt 


In the Adminiſtration of Lord Aberdout, (who 
n Maſter in the Year 1757, ) the 


bs OR Lodge took into Conſideration a Complaint 
againſt 
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againſt certain Brethren, for aſſembling Ader the 
falſe Denomination of antient Maſons, who, as ſuch, 
conſidered themſelves independant of the Society, 
and not ſubje& to the Laws of the Grand Lodge, 
or to the Controul of the Grand Maſter. Doctor 
Manningham (the Deputy Grand Maſter) pointed 
out the Neceſſity of diſcouraging all ſuch Meet- 
ings, as being not only contrary. to the original 
Laws of the Society, but an open Violation of the 
| Allegiance due to the Grand Maſter.— He, likewiſe a 
obſerved, that they tended to introduce into the 
Craft, the Novelties and Conceits of opiniative 
Perſons, and to raiſe a Belief, chat there have been 
other Societies of Maſons more antient than that of 
our antient and honourable Society.—Upon which, 
the Grand Lodge reſolved that the Meeting of any 
Brethren of this Society, under any Denomination” 
of Maſons, without a legal Power or Authority 
granted by the Grand Maſter. for the Time being, 
is inconſiſtent with the Honour and Intereſt of 
Maſonry, and an open Violation of the eſtabliſhed 
Laws of the Order ; and fourteen Perſons were 
ſoon after expeHed the Society for countenancing theſe

YORK MASONS, 


Tux York Conftitution having been mentioned, 
it will not be improper to give ſome Account 
of it. — 


Periode to the Invaſion of ths Romans, and 
under the Deuids, (who had amongft them mary 
Cuſtoms, lixe thoſe of Maſons,) the Hiſtory of our 
Order is ſomewhat obſcure.— The Wars between 
the Romans and Britons gave a Check to its In- 
creaſe, —It revived, however, under the Emperor 
Carauſius who ſhook off the Roman Yoke, —He 
held the Maſons in' great Eftimation, and named 
his Steward Albanus, (who was the firft who ſuffer- | 
ed Martyrdom on account of the Chriſtian Reli- 
gion, in Great Britain,) Superintendant over their 
Aſſemblies. Under him the Lodges of the F rater- 
nity were regularly carried on, and through his In- 
fluence a Charter was obtained from Carauſius, to 


told : 2 general Council, (to which the Name of 
* 
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Aſſembly was afterwards given,) at which he preſi- 


ded in Perſon as Grand Maſter, ſo that the firft 


Grand Lodge was held in Britain, A. D. 287.— 
From this Time to the Year 925; Maſonry ſome- 


times flouriſhed, at others, not,—In this Year 


ATHELSTAN began to reign, who appointed his 
Brother Prince Edwin, Patron of the Maſons, 
He granted them likewiſe a CHARTER, empowering 
them to meet annually at Vokk; and in this City 
the ff Grand Lodge of England was formed in the 
Year 926, at which Edwin prefided as Grand 
Maſter, —The Reaſon of its being formed at York 


was, that Athelſtan for a conſiderable Time kept 


his Court, and received ſeveral Embaſhes from fo- 


reign Princes, in that City. From this Time te 
the Revival of the Grand Lodge in the Year 1717, 
Maſonry was ſometimes patronized, ſometimes 


perſecuted, and ſometimes neglected. — Lodges, 


however, met in different Parts of England, parti- 


eularly at Vork, where the Maſons, under the Char- 
ter granted them by King Athelſtan, now and then 
held Communications; 3 but York being in a remote 
Part of the Kingdom, it was many Years ago 
thought proper, for the Convenience of the Fra- 
ternity, to remove the Grand Lodge from that 
as to the Metropolis.—In the Reign of Queen 
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Anne, Maſonry being at a low Ebb, the annual 
Feſtivals, Communications, &c. were entirely ne- 
glected. On the Acceſſion of George the Firſt, 
the Lodges, zealous for the Welfare of the Soci- 
ety, and anxious to ſee it under proper Directions, 
reſolved to unite under a new Grand Maſter, to 
be elected annually as in former Times, — to revive 
the Communications and Feſtivals, — to regulate 
the antient Uſages. and Cuſtoms of the Fraternity, 
—and to eſtabliſh, ſuch Modes only as might cor- 
reſpond with the Practices of the Members, of 
which the Lodges were principally compoſed; and 
the Grand Lodge was revived, and Anthony Sayer, 
Eſq; elected Grand Maſter, June 24, 171), ſince 
| which Time patronized by Men of the firſt Rank, 
and moſt 'atniable Characters, Maſonry has hap! 
pily flouriſhed,” and is now, (as it ought to be) 
propagated and” reverenced through the whole 
World. Upon the whole, the' Grand Lodge of 
York was (as has been ſaid before) removed to the 
Capital for Convenience, and the preſent Grand 
Lodge of England are the true York Maſons.— 
The antient Vork Maſons were confined to one 
Lodge, which is ſtill extant, but conſiſts of very 
few Members, and will probably ſoon be altogether
